showed that mines were blamed 
for 17 sinkings, 
submarines 
for 
eight. One ship was sunk 
by 
a 
British naval vessel, 
a 
German 
crew scuttled another 
and 
the 
cause of another casualty was not 
disclosed. 


Britain was the chief loser with 
16 sinkings, besides 
damage 
to 
Its 
10,000-ton 
cruiser 
Belfast. 
Cermany 
lost 
three 
vessels. 
Franco two and 
neutral 
nations 
«even. 


Heaviest loss of the week was 
the sinking of the Japanese liner 
Terukuni Maru, 11,930 cross tons, 
which went down Tuesday 
after 
fltriking a mino 
near 
England's 
tast coast. 


The week's activity sent known 
losses of all nations to 156 ships 
with a tonnage of 695,22». 
The 
death 
toll 
rose to at least 2,034 
Hud more than 136 other persons 
have been reported missing since 
Nov. 1.

within four miles of the Swedish 
coast, seriously hampering

ping to and from the Baltic. The 
foreign office said that au immedi­ 
ate protest would be made to Ber­ 
lin. 


The new mines were reported 
placed 
off 
Falsterbo, 
on 
the 
southwestern tip of 
Sweden, 
in 
Baltic water over which Sweden 
has maintained territorial juris­ 
diction for 200 years. 
Now heavy 
cargo ships can not pass safely 
the narrow outlet between Swe­ 
den and Germany. 


Opposition was based especial­ 
ly on the grounds that tlie mine 
fields would block 
transport 
of 
wood pulp westward. 


Sweden also objects 
to

Germany’s Kiel canal as an alter­ 
nate outlet from the Baltic to the 
North 
Sea 
because the Nazis at 
present are holding more than 30 
Swedish ships for a check of their 
cargoes. 
Union'Election Will 
Use Voting Machines 


Washington. Nov, 25

The DodRO plant, a key unit of 
the Chrysler corporation, was one 
of the first to close In the contro­ 
versy, but the corporation and the 
union have differed over whether 
a “ strike” or a “ lockout” 
pre­ 
vailed. 


Effective At Once 


In calling the strike, “effective 
at once,” Thomas 
charged 
the 
Chrysler corporation with having 
fostered a 
“ forced back-to-work 
movement." He asserted tlie at­ 
tempt Friday of a group of foun 
dry workers to enter the Dodge 
plant had been Inspired by 
the 
corporation, contrary to promises 
that any settlement of the dispute 
“would be reached over the con- 
fcronco table.” 


tMirysler ofricial.s said 57 Rained 
adniiitnncn to tho DodKO plant on 
Friday, but denied tho corporation 
had organized any hack-to-work 
movement. Eight persons suffered 
minor injuries, and 
22 
others 
were arrested but later released 
with orders to return for further 
questioning on Monday. 


In announcing the strlko order, 
Thomas said it had been voted by 
Dodge plant workers, 13,751 to 
1,324. He added; “ Full-time pick­ 
et lines will be established. 
Any 
persons attempting to enter the 
plants for work will bo regarded 
as,strike breakers. 
• *^‘With tho plant closed down, 
there need be no further danger 
of 
disorder— unless tho corpora­ 
tion again provokes it. 
We may 
now proceed to bring the negotia­ 
tions to a peaceful conclusion." 


Resume Parley Monday 


The negotiations looking to a 
settlement of the differences were 
in adjournm ent today. When they 
are resumed on Monday, 
Philip 
Murray, vice president of the CIO 
will be in Detroit on invitation of 
the UAW and probably will par­ 
ticipate in the negotiations. Thom­ 
as announced he had askod Mur­ 
ray hero 
“ for consultation with 
the officers of tho UAW.” 


An obstacle to settlement of the 
controversy developed last week 
In a demand by the United Ft»re- 
men and Supervisors Union (CIO) 
for bargaining recognition by the 
Chrysler corporation. The demand 
was rejected by the corporation, 
which termed It part of a union 
attem pt to 
“rontrol production” 
In ('hrysler plants. 


Subseqtiently the demand was 
withdrawn, but Chrysler represen­ 
tatives have Insisted that tiie fu­ 
ture status of tho Foremen 
and 
Supervisors Union 
lie 
definitely 
clarified. 


Approximately 155,000 Chrysler 
and Chrysler supplier plant work­ 
ers have been made idle by tho 
dispute. 


Defensive War Being 
Waged By The Allies

French and British troops b.y tiie million, guarding Frencli 
frontiers from the North Sea to tlie Swiss border amid a sea 
of mud, are on official notice that their present mission is one 
of defense not of attack. 


Allied strategy ashore was tersely restated to parliament 
by the British war minister, Leslie Ì lore-Belisha. 


Germany, to win the war, niust “break through’' not only 
the French Maginot line, but^ 
the massed and increasing 
strength of the Franco-Brit- 
ish armies, he said, adding: 


“On our side, we can afford 
to choose our opportunity/' 


From the hour of French 
withdrawal from positions on 
German soil—to which they 
nibbled their way at the out­ 
set of the war— it has been 
quite clear 
tliat 
Franco-British 
war plans contemplated no attack 
on the German lino this year, nor 
even in spring unless conditions 
warranted so perilions nn adven­ 
ture. It Is upon the w earing effect 
of the allied blockade a t sea that 
the allies count for victory.

velopments 
indicate

will be some intense battling in 
the next session of congress. 
But, 
looking the issues over, adminis­ 
tration supporters see reason to 
expect that tile warfare will not 
find Democrat fighting Democrat 
to any great extent. 
They earnestly hope that this 
may be the case. 
They frankly 
want a session notable 
for 
its 
shortness and its sweetness, so far 
as the members of the party are 
concerned. 
That, 
they 
think, 
would help produce a united de­ 
mocracy to meet the Republican 
foe in the campaign of 1940. 
So obviously brittle is the pres­ 
ent calm surface of the party that 
the chance of this hope being real­ 
ized is widely questioned. 
But, if 
and when the break between Dem­ 
ocratic anti-New Dealers and the 
Roosevelt forces comes, it seems 
that it will he caused by other 
things than the controversies now 
forseen for congress. 
Two I*rincipat Issues 
As they shape up now, these 
disputes are principally two— na­ 
tional defense and the question of 
continuing tho Roosevelt recipro­ 
cal tariff program beyond its pres­ 
ent expiration date, next June 12. 
Each of these issues is of a 
character which on its past record 
seems more likely to pull the dis­ 
cordant factions of the party to­ 
gether than to divide them. 
That 
is, they are issues on which, in the 
past, the anti-New Deal Democrats 
have generally seen fit to .support 
the president’s position. 
Beyond them, lie the issues of 
providing special taxes to cover 
the increased cost of national de­ 
fense, and of confirming whom­ 
ever the president appoints to the 
supreme court vacancy created by 
the recent death of Associate Jus­ 
tice Butler. 
Either of these questions could 
cause trouble. 
Tho 
first, 
how­ 
ever. is in a highly tentative stage. 
Mr. Roosevelt mentioned it Friday 
as something to think about.

trouhle-making possibilities might 
develop if Mr. Roosevelt proposed 
and insisted upon a tax of a con­ 
troversial nature.

Murphy Mentioned 
The appointment of an extreme 
New’ Dealer to the court could

There are no indications of who 
will get the job, beyond a general 
impression th a t Attorney General 
Frank Murphy is a likely choice. 
But. of the two certain con­ 
gressional controversies, national 
defense is ail issue which gener­ 
ally cuts across party lines, and 
finds as many Republicans voting 
the 
president’s 
wray as it does 
Democrats 
voting 
against 
him. 
The lineup on such questions gen­ 
erally is unrelated to that result­ 
ing from the 
economic 
issues 
which caused the party split. 
The 
tariff 
row’ shapes up as 
largely a battle between the two 
parties. 
Some Democrats dissent 
from the administration position 
on tho reciprocal trade program, 
but they include very few of those 
who have registered consistent op­ 
position to New’ Deal measures. 
When the program was last up 
for 
congressional

in 
193 7, such staunch anti-New Deal 
Democrats 
as 
Senators

(Ga), Bailey (NC), Burke (Neb), 
Byrd (Va), Clark (Mo) and King 
(U tah), voted with the president.

Deprivation N e e d Not 
Rob Life of Joys, 
Says Governor 


Lansing, Nov. 25 (ZP)— Governor 
Dickinson drew upon 
his 
own 
early experiences in 
his weekly 
“ se rm o n ” lo constituents today to 
point for victims of a twentieth 
century depression th e moral that 
h ardship is a relative matter, and 
that deprivation need not rob life 
of its joys. 
The 80-year-old 
executive ex­ 
plained that his theme was in­ 
spired by the Michigan Historical 
society's pioneer program, which 
brought 
Dickinson 
and 
Henry 
Ford, both exponents of simple 
living, together on common ground 
last week. 
“ Mr. Ford and myself perhaps 
cannot fully appreciate and maybe 
we can't have full sympathy for 
certain conditions that are prac­ 
tically identical with what we en­ 
dured and yet were happy and did 
not 
know that they were h a r d ­ 
ships,” the governor declared. 
A study of tho living conditions 
and standards of 
pioneer 
days, 
Dickinson said. would enable many 
to reshape their lives 
to 
meet 
straightened circumstances "to an 
extent that it would at the present 
time relieve a large number of 
o u r problems that we are facing 
in a legislative, 
charitable 
and 
Christian way.” 
Describes Childhood Days 
To develop his home-spun text. 
the governor “ called up some of 
th e experiences” of his childhood 
and youth in rural Eaton county. 
His “ serm on” included these ob­ 
servations: 
“ In winter-time we went to bed 
iii 
zero temperature. 
We were 
used to if. 
Such conditions today 
would make the largo element of 
th e state weep.” 
“ Occasionally m o th e r would get 
time to make pies and the plainest 
kind of cakes. 
These were lux­ 
uries.” 
“ No one ever heard about cal­ 
ories in those days. 
It was a m at­ 
t e r of public talk to see the doctor 
go by.” 
“ In winters with brother and 
sister we walked a mile through 
sn ow and slush and zero weather, 
m a n y times freezing feet, hands 
and ears. * * * I recall many cases 
of this kind w here people would 
be prosecuted today lf such things 
w ere 
permitted, 
but we had a 
good time * * 
“ School dinners would be today 
a subject for h u m a n e societies.” 
“ In o ur district we got water 
from a spring which we shared 
with the frogs. * * * The water 
supply at home was from open 
wells where every kind of vermin 
o r animal could ju m p info it.” 
Bathing W as Unusual 
“ Bathing was, in a general way 
of speaking, an unusual activity. 
W hen th e spring cam e around in 
the creek, the young boys and 
even the men took a clean-up.” 
“ The lumber wagon 
was the 
vehicle for going places.” 
“ We w ere told then iliat over­ 
ea tin g w asn’t good for students.” 
“ The am usem ents of those days 
were wrestling, jumping, pitching 
ho rse shoes * * 
* and. because 
so m a n y went barefooted, of ex­ 
hibitions as to who could kick off 
t h e biggest bull thistle between 
f he toes.” 
“ I will say that there were no 
inside toilets and those that were 
o u ts i d e were conceded 
more 
to 
w om en and girls.” 
H e concluded: 
“ E njoym ent is largely a con­ 
dition of the mind. 
Environment 
produces that condition. 
Adjust­ 
ment rn ti st be m ade to conditions. 
T h e question is asked many times. 
‘Could 
chit 
people 
live 
and 
go 
th r o u g h those experiences?’ 
It is 
my belief that it would he im­ 
possible. 
They would have to re­ 
con s tru c t mind and soul. 
Appar­ 
ently to feed young people today 
us th ey were fed iii those days 
would call for a physician in every 
h o m e 
Hardships m ade people and 
knit them together, producing a 
contentm ent 
and 
happiness 
on 
which all ihe later improvements 
h av e been built ”

France sta ked 
her all on the Maginot line, an d It 
has already served its purpose. 
Germany borrowed from F re n c h 
military judgment and 
m atched 
that grim barrier with the 
Sieg­ 
fried lino. Aud it. also has served 
its purpose thus far. It. alone m ade 
possible lite Polish 
“ blitzkrieg.” 
W ithout it Germany would have 
been fighting for lier life in the 
west, long before her hurrying le­ 
gions in the east came in sight of 
Warsaw. 
Events or these three m onths of 
war have done this much: They 
have proved th a t diplomats were 
unequal to the task of building se­ 
curity against w ar in continental 
Europe through buffer states an d 
balance of power 
combinations.

The Hague. — I hope that no one in the United States is 
building too great hopes upon the Munich explosion. It is sig­ 
nificant» of course» and it is undoubtedly a terrible blow to tlie 
lying Nazi-leaders, who are constantly trying to make tlie 
world believe that all Germany is presenting a united front 
to the enemy, especially as it is the third, as yet unexplained, 
explosion since the war began.' 
Of course, the leaders are far 
from correct in saying that 
the German people are united 
behind the Nazis. 
I have 
heard it repeatedly stated 
that actually 95 per cent of 
the masses is opposed to the 
Hitler regime. That, 1 believe, to 
bo preposterous.

Very few farmers of Delta coun­ 
ty are shipping their potatoes to 
markets 
at 
the 
present 
time, 
County Agricultural Agent E. A. 
Wenner said yesterday, because 
of the poor demand. 
Wenner said that the present 
market is poor 
because 
of 
the 
heavy supply of 
potatoes 
being 
trucked into the.Chicago area by 
farmers within 
a 
radius of 200 
miles of the city. These potatoes, 
for the most part, are of the poor­ 
er grade and it is not desirable 
for local growers to try to com­ 
pete with them. 
Local farmers, whose products 
are carefully graded before ship­ 
ping, are planning to hold their 
potatoes for several weeks until 
the poorer grade on the market 
have lightened in order 
to 
take 
advantage of a better market. 
Wenner said that local potatoes, 
in spite of a poor growing sea­ 
son, are of very good quality this 
year, making them desirable but 
added that 
Chicago, 
because of 
the trucking supply, 
is

market for good potatoes. Wenner 
said that the local 
potato 
crop, 
due to a late, wet spring aud a 
dry fall, is much lighter than last 
year’s production although of a 
better grade.

U-BOAT TRAP 
SUNK, CLAIM 


Nazis Say Warship Was 
Camouflaged As 
Dutch Boat

Berlin. Nov, 25 (A*)—The high 
command asserted today a 
Ger­ 
man submarine 
had 
sunk 
‘‘an 
English U-boat. trap, an auxiliary, 
7,000-ton warship, and the press 
recalled with bitter phrases Bri­ 
tain’s World war 
use 
of 
such 
mystery ships. 
In its daily 
communique 
the 
high command said ‘‘the U-boat 
trap was camouflaged as a Dutch 
steamer” and the 
press, 
which 
termed this “particularly detesta­ 
ble,” added that she went down 
“in waters north of England.” 


(In London nothing w as pub­ 
lished 
concerning 
the 
Germen 
claim and no comment was avail­ 
able. During the World war the 
British navy used camouflaged 
ships known as Q-boats 
in 
the 
fight against submarines.) 
The press used the occasion to 
recall the 
World 
war 
snares, 
which were described as consti­ 
tuting “one of the worst chapters 
in British barbarity and hypocri­ 
sy,” and praised 
the 
submarine 
crew which, it said, had escaped 
“an insidious act.” 
Germany 
proposes, 
in 
other 
words, to turn the tables on bri­ 
tain as compared to 1914 by starv­ 
ing her out rather than let her 
starve the reich. 
One of

most 
outspoken 
dailies, 
Schiesische 
Zeitung 
of 
Breslau, declared: 
“We are firmly convinced we 
will succeed In defeating England 
with her own 
weapons, 
reverse 
the blockade dart aimed at us and 
isolate this pestilential island.”

Washington, D. C.— Report.s show that 
China i.s rapidly becoming a leadltig export 
nation. This is contrary to a general be­ 
lief that the country’s more 
than 
425,- 
000.000 population afford an 
increasing 
market for good^ from other countries. 


Of course (’bina has always found 
It 
necessary to import many 
commodities, 
oil her because of a scarcity or in order to 
balance her foreign trade with other na­ 
tions. Rut through several centuries 
the 
(’him*se have fought for 
self-sufficiency 
and endeavored to increase their volume 
of sales to other nations. In both respects 
there has been a marked success. 


China’s foreign trade dates back to an 
early period. Even before the 
Christian 
era, at a time when the race had not fully 
established Itself over tho whole of 
the 
g«*ograi)hical area now known as China, 
trade in the products of the country reach­ 
ed as far as the Mediterranean w'orld. The 
expansion of 
the 
Roman 
lOmpire 
into 
Asia Minor possibly facilitated 
this early 
trad«\ which was entirely overlaiul. 


Silk was the most noted early 
export 
from China and was trailed 
for 
metals, 
«lyestuffs, precious stones, coral, and Ivory. 
Silk fabrics were highly prized by wealthy 
women of the Roman Kmpiro. The pro­ 
duction of silk appears to have been 
a 
mystery In the West and many stories are 
told of efforts made to discover tlie secret. 
Europeans in th<* sixth century after Christ 
succeeded in bîarnlng liow to produce silk; 
and the demand for the Chimase product, 
which ha«l hitherto h«'ld a monopoly posi­ 
tion, was ev«*ntually ro«luced. 


The land route botwoou China and the 
Mediterranean 
countries 
was 
probably 
closed most of til«* tini«* from the eighth 
c«*ntury to the twelfth, when the 
Huns 
wore carrying «)ii warf.ir«* in central

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington— Two 
weeks 
ago 
when 
Germany seemed on the verge of invading 
Holland and Belgium, the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt were ready to give ianctu* 
ary at Hyde Park to the three little chiN 
dren of the widower Belgian King Leo« 
pold IlL 


The offer was made in a personal teess* 
age from the President. Furthermore, it 
still stands— if the Nazi high command 
finally decides to hurl its armies through 
the low countries. 


Intelligence reports are to 
the 
effect 
that the Germans were all set to strike be<* 
tween November 12 and 16, but that seri« 
ous differences within the General Staff 
postponed the plan. Whether it has 
been 
permanently abandoned is not known, but 
most military authorities here doubt 
it. 
They still expect the Germans to attack« 
and through Belgium and Holland. 


If the two little Belgian princesses and 
their young brother, the heir to the throne, 
do come, to this country, 
they 
will 
be 
brought over secretly in a specially con*« 
voyed ship. 


—NEW SHIP PLAN— 


It’s a closely guarded secret, but 
the 
United States Lines has a new 
plan 
to 
keep it in the transatlantic shipping busi­ 
ness, despite the Neutrality Act. 


The company has “informally” sounded 
out the Maritime Commission on a proposi­ 
tion to charter Norwegian ships for 
the 
routes over which it previously operated 
the nine freighters for which permission 
to transfer to the Panamanian flag was 
refused. 


There 
is 
nothing in the law barring 


such a deal; and one line, American Dla* 
mond, already has leased to a Norwegian 
company eight ships for routes not affect­ 
ed by the Neutrality Act. Then Diamond, 
in turn, took over Norwegian vessels for 
use on transatlantic routes. American Dia­ 
mond did not have to obtain Commission 
approval for this because it receives 
no 
government subsidies. 


United States Lines, however, Is under 
subsidy and has to ,get an official 
okay. 
Fate of Its new plan, like the Panamanian 
transfer, depends on major U. S. policy. 
And this will be decided by the President 
himself. 


—DESPERATE EFFORTS— 
Desperate behind-the-scenes efforts are 
being made by the Maritime Commission 
and by shipping companies to find means 
of putting the laid-up 88 vessels back into 
operation. 


Lykes Brothers of New Orleans, with 24 
ships, are opening a new route through the 
Canal to the west coast of South America. 
The South Atlantic Steamship Co., of Sav­ 
annah, Ga., with six ships is also looking 
over the Latin American field. 


Privately, both the Government and the 
companies are counting strongly on 
the 
mounting shipping losses of the Allies and 
European neutrals to solve tho 
problem. 
If the Europeans continue to lose 
ships 
they w’ill have to abandon various 
trade 
routes, particularly in the W’estern Hemi­ 
sphere. This will be the chance for Amer­ 
ican lines to step In and take over with 
their neutrallly-docked vessels. 


This process already Is under way. The 
Rritlsh Furness line 
withdrew 
Its 
two 
ships from the Bermuda service and Unit­ 
ed States Lines promptly stepped In with 
Its President Roosevelt. To aid this activ­ 
ity, the Maritime Commission Is conduct­ 
ing a world-wide survey of all ship routes.

Mental 
hygiene is ta kin g its place in the program 
of assisting in the building of a stronger 
Nation from a mental standpoint. 
The fact that education 
and 
science 
have been able to prolong man s life; that 
the nation has been able to remedy most 
of its social ills, and th a t through health 
education the death rate of 
babies 
has 
been reduced, leads students 
of 
mental 
problems to conclude th a t mental health 
can also be promoted. 
So while insanity makes a blotch upon 
the n atio n ’s picture of social and educa­ 
tional progress, 
hum anitaria n 
impulses 
find avenues th rough which to care for th*' 
feeble-minded, and possibly eventually to 
reduce their number.

Washington, I). C.— Reports show th at 
China is rapidly becoming a leading export 
nation. This is contrary to a general be­ 
lief th at the country’s more 
th an 
425,- 
000,000 population afford an 
increasing 
market for good? from other countries. 
Of course China lias always found 
It 
necessary to import many 
commodities, 
either because of a scarcity or in order to 
balance her foreign trade with other n a ­ 
tions. But through several centuries 
the 
Chinese have fought for 
self-sufficiency 
and endeavored to increase their volume 
of sales to other nations. In both respects 
there has been a m arked success. 
China's foreign trade dates back to an 
early period. Even before the 
Christian 
era, at a time when the race had not fully 
established itself over the whole of 
the 
geographical area now known as China, 
trade in the products of tile country reach­ 
ed as far as the Mediterranean world. The 
expansion of 
the 
Rom an 
Em pire 
into 
Asia Minor possibly facilitated 
this early 
trade, which was entirely overland. 
Silk w'as the most noted early 
export 
from China and was traded 
for 
metals, 
dyestuffs, precious stones, coral, and ivory. 
Silk fabrics were highly prized by wealthy 
women of the Roman Empire. The pro­ 
duction of silk appears to have been 
a 
mystery in the West and many stories are 
told of efforts made to discover the secret. 
E uropeans in the sixth century after Christ 
succeeded in learning how to produce silk; 
and the demand for the Chinese product, 
which had hitherto held a monopoly posi­ 
tion, was eventually reduced. 
The land route between China and the 
Mediterranean 
countries 
was 
probably 
closed most of the time from the eighth 
century to the twelfth, when the 
Huns 
were carrying on warfare in central 
and 
western Asia. Tills route, though used lat­ 
er. was never again significant. 
Trade by sea developed in the early cen­ 
turies of the Christian era. Chinese rec­ 
ords show that their sailing vessels in the 
fourth and fifth centuries carried on trade 
with Indo-China, Siam, the Federated Ma­ 
lay States. India, and 
Ceylon. 
By 
the 
eighth century this sea trade 
had 
cen­ 
tered itself at Canton, where it was of suf­ 
ficient importance for the Chinese Govern- 
m ent to appoint an official as inspector 
of maritim e trade. 
After the discovery of the use of gun­ 
powder and of the compass, China extend­ 
ed its m aritim e trade to Arabia and the 
coast of Africa. For several centuries the 
Chinese and Arabs carried on trade 
be­ 
tween China and E u r o p e . In the fifteenth 
century this was disrupted by the Turks, 
and E u ropeans began their search for 
a 
s horter route to Asia, which resulted 
in 
Columbus discovery of America. 
The chief items of export from China 
during these several centuries were silk 
and tea. During the first half of the eigh­ 
teenth century the three important a r ti­ 
cles exported were tea. silk 
and 
cotton 
piece goods. Europeans had difficulty 
in 
finding commodities they could induce the 
Chinese to purchase in exchange, and for 
a time they were practically 
limited 
to 
silver and gold. China was self-sufficient 
and had a favorable balance of trad e un­ 
til some time in the nineteenth century. 
— FAREY IMPORTS TO AMERICA— 
Exports of cotton piece goods to Europe 
were a tiling of the past after th e develop­ 
ment of machine-made textiles in E ng lan d ' 
iii the last half of the eighteenth century. 
English traders attem pted to develop 
a 
market in China for woolen goods, but it 
took many decades before they were able 
to sell any large quantity. 
European traders during the eighteenth 
century introduced opium into China from 
India 
and by the beginning of the nin e­ 
teenth century had cultivated an im port­ 
ant market. With this increasing demand, 
foreign traders were able to sell larger 
am ounts each year and at such prices that 
soon China’s silk and tea exports were in­ 
sufficient to balance the trade. An unfav­ 
orable balance developed that lasted until 
about 1850, when exports of silk and tea 
again became heavy and it was once more 
necessary to Import bullion. This increase 
is exports was largely the result of open­ 
ing tin' port of Shanghai in 18 12 to for­ 
eign trade. 
American m erchants became interested 
in trade with China 
shortly 
after 
the 
Boston Tea Party in 1773, 
when 
the 
source of tea from English trad e rs was j 
shut off. Immediately after the close of | 
the American 
Revolution, 
plans 
were 
made to obtain tea direct from China, and 
several vessels were prepared for trips to 
th a t country.

Fifty pounds of dynamite, shot 
off at half a stick at a time, failed 
to bring to the surface the body 
of Paul Ringstrand, 18 year old

Six men. one an expert in han­ 
dling dynamite, worked all day on

The dynamite is used in a half 
or quarter stick at a time, con­ 
nected with a fuse and capped. It 
is then weighted and dropped Into 
the water. Because of the Insula­ 
tion on the fuse, the water does 
not extinguish the fire. There is 
very little disturbance on the sur­ 
face of the water when the dyna­ 
mite explodes inasmuch as the ex­ 
plosion takes place 20 or 25 feet 
below the surface of the water.

need to keep trade and wages at 
home, gained m om entum right up 
until 1939. 
To feel the full effect 
of this torrent of ham pering leg­ 
islation. you have to bo doing an 
inter-state business. 
W hile the 
Supreme Court has been m aking 
history by extending tho long arm 
of the federal law, the states have 
been trying to isolate them selves 
in a spirit of un-American auton­ 
omy. 
Instead of 
standardizing 
their laws and m aking It easier 
for employers to expand and to 
hire new w orkers .they are re­ 
turning to medieval practices. 
If 
this epidemic spreads much farth ­ 
er. it will either destroy the eco­ 
nomic basis of the Union or will 
force the federal governm ent to 
take over States' rights! 


Huge Btaffs of Exporta 


These state barricades have not 
been wanted by the 
New 
Deal.

has given state legislators a lot 
of ideas. 
Hence, instead of one 
set of hundreds of new laws, there 
have been 48 sets of hundreds of 
new laws. 
An em ployer who does 
an Interstate business today m ust 
retain a staff of experts.

Their job is merely to keep their

Take the Social Security set­ 
up. for instance.

if a concern has employees in 48 
states, it must m ake returns in 48 
different ways to 48 separate so­ 
cial security boards, as well as to 
the federal board. 
The W agner 
Act has been backed up by labor 
acts in mnny states, but they all 
differ! 
State labor boards make 
decisions which may or may not 
be i'onsistent with 
the 
decisions 
made by thn national board. Right 
now, the Wisconsin Labor Board 
is about to come to grips w ith the 
national board. 
Then there are 
discrim inatory trade taxes. 
We 
have chain store 
taxes 
In 
19 
states— in some counties and cit 
ies even— and they are all differ­ 
ent. 


There are 34 stales which have 
income tax laws and every one of 
these is different. 
There are 28 
states where sales taxes are now 
in effect 18 of which 
have 
tlic 
hard-boiled “ use” taxes. 
Restric­ 
tions on the free transportation of 
farm products are costing U. S. 
farmers millions of dollars 
an­ 
nually. 
To show how this worl<s. 
Wisconsin, Iowa, W ashington and 
Minnesota slapped a whopping big 
tax on oleom argine. which 
con­ 
tains cottonseed oil, 
to 
protect 
their butterm akers. 
Angered by 
this discrim ination against one of 
her vital products. Arkansas pro­ 
posed a retaliatory 
law 
which 
would slap a 25 per cent tax on 
apples and dairy products 
from 
these states— and it was barely 
defeated. 


There are hundreds of 
other 
barriers. 
Take the motor truck 
laws, for Instance. Length, width, 
and weight regulations differ in 
nearly every state. 
Trucks 
can 
enter some w estern states only at 
certain points. 
These “ ports of 
entry" are 
sim ilar 
to 
customs 
points on the border of any for­ 
eign country. 
Guards weigh the 
trucks, m easure them, swarm over 
them, 
and

These state barricades cause bad 
feelinff. 
in a vindicative spirit, 
neigliborlng states put up retalia­ 
tory harriers 
which 
arc 
more 
stringent and the situation 
be­ 
comes progressively worse. 


Slinekling New Employers 


The basic effect of all this is 
to make it hard for employers 
to give jobs. 
Employers, 
who 
would 
normally 
bo 
expanding 
tiieir l)usiness into

areas, 
hosilatc because they do not want 
to add to their 
legal 
worries. 
They do not w ant to buy licenses; 
register as foreign corporations: 
pay social security, income, and 
sale taxes; study labor laws. etc. 
Thoy figure it is 
cheaper 
and 
easier to “sit tig h t.” 


Tho people who would get jobs 
If these employers opened brancli 
sales offices or branch plants in 
a new state lose out. 
So does the 
state because it has to 
support 
more unemployed.

er it has to Impose higher taxes, 
thus driving employers already in 
business out of the state. 
This 
further increases 
unemployment 
and the tax burden. It is a vicious 
circle.

states— one far more threatening 
to the long-term future of Amer­ 
ica than that fought from 1861 to 
1865. 
Unfair state taxes, truck 
restrictions, ports of entry, agri­ 
cultural quarantine stations, toll 
gates and 
other 
discriminatory 
barriers are being erected by in­ 
dividual 
states 
against 
their 
neighbors. 
As Governor 
Stark 
of Missouri says, 
“America 
is 
rapidly becoming Balkanized” by 
this un-Christian policy. 
The movement, which was born 
as the result of 
the 
depression 
need to keep trade and wages at 
home, gained momentum right up 
until 1939. To feel the full effect 
of this torrent of hampering leg­ 
islation, you have to be doing an 
inter-state business. 
While the 
Supreme Court has been making 
history by extending the long arm 
of the federal law, the states have 
been trying to isolate themselves 
in a spirit of un-American auton­ 
omy. 
Instead of 
standardizing 
their laws and making it easier 
for employers to expand and to 
hire new workers .they are re­ 
turning to medieval practices. 
If 
this epidemic spreads much farth­ 
er, it will either destroy the eco­ 
nomic basis of the Union or will 
force the federal government to 
take over States’ rights! 
Huge Staffs of Experts 
These state barricades have not 
been wanted by the 
New 
Deal. 
Y’et the latter, in putting into ef­ 
fect hundreds of new federal laws 
concerning business 
and 
labor, 
has given state legislators a lot 
of ideas. 
Hence, instead of one 
set of hundreds of new laws, therfe 
have been 48 sets of hundreds of 
new laws. An employer who does 
an interstate business today must 
retain a staff of experts. 
These 
experts 
are 
not 
employed 
to 
search for new products or to Im­ 
prove manufacturing 
technique. 
Their job is merely to keep their 
managements informed 
on 
the 
stream of new tax, 
labor, 
and 
other legislation. 
Take the Social Security set­ 
up. for instance. 
There is the 
federal law and in addition each 
state has a law. 
Consequently, 
if a concern has employees in 48 
'states, it must make returns in 48 
different ways to 48 separate so­ 
cial security hoards, as well as to 
the federal board. 
The Wagner 
Act has been backed up by labor 
acts in many states, but they all 
differ! 
State labor hoards make 
decisions which may or may not 
be consistent with 
the 
decisions 
made by the national board. Right 
now, the Wisconsin Labor Board 
is about to come to grips with the 
national board. 
Then there are 
discriminatory trade taxes. 
We 
have chain store 
taxes 
in 
19 
states— in some counties and cit­ 
ies even— and they are all differ­ 
ent. 


There are 34 states which have 
income tax laws and every one of 
these is different. 
There are 28 
states where sales taxes are now 
in effect 18 of which 
have 
the 
hard-boiled “ use” taxes. 
Restric­ 
tions on the free transportation of 
farm products are costing U. S. 
farmers millions of dollars 
an­ 
nually. 
To show how this works. 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Washington and 
Minnesota slapped a whopping big 
tax on oleomargine, which 
con­ 
tains cottonseed oil, 
to 
protect 
their buttermakers. 
Angered by 
this discrimination against one of 
her vital products, Arkansas pro­ 
posed a retaliatory 
law 
which 
would slap a 25 per cent tax on 
apples and dairy products 
from 
these states— and it was barely 
defeated. 
There are hundreds of 
other 
barriers. 
Take the motor truck 
laws, for instance. Length, width, 
and weight regulations differ in 
nearly every state. 
Trucks 
can 
enter some western states only at 
certain points. 
These “ports of 
entry" are 
similar 
to 
customs 
points on the border of any for­ 
eign country. 
Guards weigh the 
trucks, measure them, swarm over 
them, 
and 
inspect 
the 
cargo. 
These state barricades cause had* 
feeling. 
In a vindicative spirit, 
neighboring states put up retalia­ 
tory harriers 
which 
are 
more 
stringent and the situation 
be­ 
comes progressively worse. 
Shackling New Employers 
The basic effect of all this is 
to make it hard for employers 
to give jobs. 
Employers, 
who 
would 
normally 
be 
expanding 
their business into 
new 
areas, 
hesitate because they do not want 
to add to their 
legal 
worries. 
They do not want to buy licenses; 
register as foreign corporations; 
pay social security, income, and 
sale taxes; study labor laws, etc. 
They figure it is 
cheaper 
and 
easier to "sit tight.” 
The people who would get jobs 
if these employers opened branch 
sales offices or branch plants in 
a new state lose out. 
So does the 
state because it has to 
support 
more unemployed. 
Sooner or lat­ 
er it. has to impose higher taxes, 
thus driving employers already in 
business out of the state. 
This 
further increases 
unemployment 
and the tax burden. It is a vicious 
circle. 
Thousands of Forms to File 
A graphic illustration of how 
these federal and slate trade har­ 
riers are increasing is told by 1hc 
Saturday Evening Post. Ten years 
ago tho Post 
filed 
a

forms with tho federal and state 
governments.

Yet, for Canada they file 
only one form. 
Imagine the cost 
of making out these thousands of

emancipator remained a 
mysteri­ 
ous and an "almost unbelievable” 
combination of peace 
man 
and 
war-maker. 


At the same time, said the poet- 
hislorlan, he had been 
able 
to 
learn relatively Httle about 
the 
deep-down reasons why men go to 
war. 


The I.incoln book does not give 
exhaustively the anatomy of war, 
the how and why of a war start­ 
ing, going on, ending. For all his 
research and 
meditation, 
Sand­ 
burg averred, there 
yet 
remain 
wide margins where man 'is pro­ 
foundly ignorant of w^ar." 


The author, lounging in a fav­ 
orite library chair 
and 
facing 
Lake Michigan, 
a 
white-capped 
green mas.s swelling and subsiding 
under a volatile November 
sky, 
fashioned a mosaic 
of 
spoken 
thoughts about issues 
new 
and 
old. No handy 
pigeon-holing 
of 
men and motives and 
ideas. 
No 
precise system sharply separating 
the sheep and the gouts, the pre­ 
sent from the past. 


**The world today Is what tho 
comics in the old minstrel shows 
used to call a 
‘mel of a hess.’ ” 
Sandburg grinned, “ but as a na­ 
tion I think we have learned much 
in the last 25 year. One nice thing 
to look at now, In connection with 
the present European war. Is the 
keen awareness everywhere of the 
dlspocatlons of norm al life which 
all have to make 
in 
adjusting 
themselves to the war.

"The emphasis from so 
many 
quarters Is that there will be pen­

“ Yet the strange and unusual 
thing Is that while Lincoln could 
make war cruelly and mercilessly,

peace terms should be.

cals of his own party ridiculed his 
peace Ideas and gave 
him 
the 
horselaugh on his picture of re­ 
construction of the union.

wanted war guilt trials and death 
on the gallows for the confeder­ 
ate leaders.

erate cause, Robert E. Lee. had 
In himself these same mysteries of 
love and reconciliation that niov- 
ed the leading northern 
figure, 
Abraham Lincoln.” 


As a biographer. Carl .^andhurg 
has passed by far the larger part 
of the last 20 years in Lincoln's 
company. His first section of 
the 
life of the rail-splltter 
president 
appeared In 1!»24 as “The Prairie 
Years." He wrote numerous arti­ 
cles about Lincoln, steeped hint- 
self in Lincoln lore. In 1928 
he 
began the spade 
work 
on 
the 
monumental second section, which 
will be published next month, 
Twicc Sl*e of niblc 
Apart from the 
high 
literary 
quality of the work. 
“ The 
War 
Years” is a physical tour de force. 
Believed to bo 
the 
longest bio­ 
graphy ever written In the west­ 
ern hemisphere, and certainly 
to 
be counted among the giant tomes 
of the world In any age, the four 
volumes embody 1,300.000 words, 
or nearly twice the number In the 
bible with 
the 
apocrypha, 
and 
more than a (luarter million more 
than .Shakespeare's total output of 
slightly In excess 
of 
1.000,000 
words. The combined sections of 
Sandburg's Lincoln total 
nearly 
1,800.000 words. 


Originally, the author explain­ 
ed, he thought he 
could 
cover 
Lincoln's war years In a few long 
chapters 
supplementing 
“The 
Prairie Years.” 
but 
found 
he 
was “ lacking in any grasp at all 
of what made Lincoln of 
heroic 
stature.” 


“ I found, for instance.” he ob­ 
served, “ that 
the 
Gettysburg 
speech was a little book in itself. 
I was a little tired, too. of hear­ 
ing that the second Inaugural ad­ 
dress was a classic 
whereas 
the 
first inaaugural was seldom men­ 
tioned. Tho first inaugural 
was 
really a statement of 
why 
Lin­ 
coln started a war of his own — 
and ho did do th a t— and the sec­ 
ond Inaugural 
four 
years later 
was a psalm of m ourning over the 
woo and desolation 
and 
human 


contradictions involved. 


Victory, (iirand But Horrible 
“ Lincoln got acquainted 
with 
the same thing that Clemenceau 
described after the first 
World 
W ar as the grandeur and misery 
of victory. Whoever 
wins 
the 
present European w ar is going to 
have possibly a little drab gran­ 
deur, but he’s sure going to have 
some misery, too. 


“ I never stopped being surpris­ 
ed at the wide variety of materials 
which came to light in those 
11 
years of concentration upon 
the 
war years, fragments 
sometimes 
which cast a big slant of light on 
l.lncohi’s character. 


“ Lincoln was beside Major Gen­ 
eral N. Couch, a corps commander 
of the army of the I’otomac, one 
day, looking at the grandest, most 
panolplied military 
review 
ever 
.«staged In the Western world. For 
hour after hour the companies and 
regiment os passed by, 
thousands 
of troops on parade. Lincoln turn­ 
ed on his horse and asked Couch: 
‘W hat's going to become 
of 
all 
these boys after tho w ar’s over?’ ’’

His great labor done. 
Sand­ 
burg acknowledged that “ I could­ 
n't have gone on with the job if 
Lioncoln hadn’t worn so well; In 
his laughter was nothing 
forced 
— and his pity 
and 
grief 
ran 
deep. 


“ 1 set out to write the kind of 
Lincoln book I wanted 
when 
1 
was a boy. and 1 knew that if 1 
were to write tho story 
for 
the 
young men of today and 
of 
the 
future. It would have to be done 
as 1 had wished years ago. 


“ That way was to put down 
a 
statement of facts, but with 
the 
turmoil and 
mystery 
delivered, 
too. It would be like In a fight, 
a fight In the 
dark 
sometimes. 
YotJ could hear the cries, but you 
wouldn't always know who 
was 
In on It, nor 
who 
was 
getting 
hurt.” 


When a man 61 years old has 
written so many golden words and 
has completed what really was an 
act of 
transcendent 
faith 
with 
such beauty of craftsmanship, he 
feels like resting. So It is— for the 
time being— with this extraordin­ 
ary man of letters, 
lean, 
ironic 
and profoundly 
hum an, 
linked 
with the earth and all Its nour- 
ishos and brother, too of all the 
musio-makers. He spoke this:

Researchers Use Figrures 
to Estimate Number 
of Acres Cut

Clouds

cloudbursts; raindrops held up by 
air currents suddenly fall when 
tho currents weaken. 


In 1883, the records show, a 
great 
drive 
on 
the 
Muskegon 
brought pine to the mills from the 
vicinity of Houghton lake. Spring 
fvoshets loosed a booming river of 
logs and sweating men tolled with 
pouveys through the long summer 
months to keep the sticks moving 
(i()\vnstream. 
Not until October 
v’id 
the 
last 
logs of the drive 
rcnch Big Rapids. 
An estimated 
half billion board feet of lumber 
was floated to the mills in that 
drive. 


The records pose a problem In 
arithmetic for researchers in the 
lands devlslon of the Michigan de­ 
partment of conservation who are 
ai.8Pmbllng Information about the 
state’s stands of virgin pine. 


Tl»e problem: How many acres 
of pine were cut to provide the 
lops which were floated down the 
MuMkeRon in 1885 .’ 


A problem in simple arithmetic, 
had all acres of Michigan's tlm- 
herlands produced equal quantl- 
tir>8 of lumber. Is complicated by 
tlui 
fact 
that all timber yields 
were not equal. 
And r»‘cords of 
the lands’ timber yields are scan­ 
ty. 
Timber cruisers aind “ land 
lookers” surveyed timber acreaKes 
in the old days before the logging 
crews moved In. 
They estlmatoil 
tiie timber yield in board feet. 
Their reports were turned over to 
'operators who seldom kept them 
aftor the timber was logged off. 


Consequently the problem pos­ 
ed by the 1885 drive on the Mus­ 
kegon 
remains 
unsolved, as do 
countless similar problems con­ 
cerning timber yields in other sec­ 
tions of the state. A few such rec­ 
ords exist. 
In some instances, 
court records of cruisers’ testi­ 
mony supply information about 
timber yields. 
Such information 
a: is available apparently indi­ 
cates that a timber yield of 10.000 
board feet of pine per acre wan 
consldere<I above the average and 
that operators selrtom considered 
a stand of pine which wotild not 
yield above 4,000 board feet per 
acre as worth logging. 


On the basis of 10.000 board 
feet per acre, tho lumber floated 
to the mills In the 188.5 drive on 
the Muskegon represented the cut 
from 
80 
squaro miles of solid 
stands of pine. 
However, solid 
stands of such size never occur­ 
red. 
Probably the area logged 
for the 1885 drive was several 
hundred square miles In extent.

Carl Sandburg asserted today that! 
after l l years of literary labor on 
Abraham Lincoln’s war years the 
emancipator remained a 
mysteri­ 
ous and an “almost unbelievable’’ 
combination of peace 
man 
and 
war-maker. 
At the same time, said the poet- 
historian, he had been 
able 
to 
learn relatively little about 
the 
deep-down reasons why men go to 
war. 
The Lincoln book does not give 
exhaustively the anatomy of war, 
the how and why of a war start­ 
ing, going on, ending. For all his 
research and 
meditation, 
Sand­ 
burg averred, there yet 
remain 
wide margins where man “ is pro­ 
foundly ignorant of w ar.’’ 
The author, lounging in a fav­ 
orite library chair 
and 
facing 
Lake Michigan, 
a 
white-capped 
green mass swelling and subsiding 
under a volatile November 
sky, 
fashioned a mosaic 
of 
spoken 
thoughts about issues 
new 
and 
old. No handy 
pigeon-holing 
of 
men and motives and 
ideas. 
No 
precise system sharply separating 
the sheep and the goats, the pre­ 
sent from the past. 
“The world today is what the 
comics in the old minstrel shows 
used to call a 
‘mel of a hess.’ ” 
Sandburg grinned, “ but as a na­ 
tion I think we have learned much 
in the last 25 year. One nice thing 
to look at now, in connection with 
the present European war, is 
the 
keen awareness everywhere of the 
dispocations of normal life which 
all have to make 
in 
adjusting 
themselves to the war. 
Two-Sided Lincoln 
“The emphasis from so 
many 
quarters is that there will be pen­ 
alties with thhe sudden stoppage 
of war production and that popu­ 
lations will suffer 
wrhen 
expan­ 
sions crumple.” 
As Sandburg sees 
it, 
passing 
from conflicts of today to battles 
and hatreds of another 
century. 
Lincoln had two sides to him and 
was a man of peace and

war m aker— two in one— and the 
combination is one to amaze

student of character and history. 
“He was a 
hard 
and 
brutal 
fighter.” Sandburg described

He telegraphed 
Grant to go on aB a bulldog

chewing and choking the enemy. 
“ Yet the strange and unusual 
thing is that while Lincoln could 
make war cruelly and mercilessly, 
he never let his head nor

lose sight of what the

peace terms should be.

cals of his own party ridiculed his 
peace ideas and gave

the 
horselaugh on his picture of re­ 
construction of the union. 
They 
wanted war guilt trials and death 
on the gallows for the confeder­ 
ate leaders. 
W ife Favored Radicals 
“ His wife, 
too, 
favored 
this 
policy of the radicals and Charles 
Sumner later told 
of 
how 
he 
heard Lincoln say to her regard­ 
ing this course of retaliation 
and 
punishment, 
‘judge not that Ye 
be not judged.’ It’s a long story 
and not easy to tell. 
It involves 
w hat is called a paradox. To make 
war on a people means 
killing.

erate cause, Robert E. Lee. had 
in himself these same mysteries of 
love and reconciliation that mov­ 
ed the leading northern 
figure, 
Abraham Lincoln.” 
As a biographer. Carl Sandburg 
has passed by far the larger part 
of the last 20 years in Lincoln’s 
company. His first section of 
the 
life of the rail-splitter 
president 
appeared in 1924 as “The Prairie 
Years.” He Avrote numerous arti­ 
cles about Lincoln, steeped him­ 
self in Lincoln lore. In 1928 
he 
began the spade 
work 
on 
the 
monumental second section, which 
will be published next month. 
Twice Size of Bible 
Apart from the 
high 
literary 
quality of the work, 
“ The 
W ar 
Years” is a physical tour de force. 
Believed to be 
the 
longest 
bio­ 
graphy ever written in the west­ 
ern hemisphere, ami certainly 
to 
be counted among the giant tomes 
of the world in any age, the four 
volumes embody 1,300,000 words, 
or nearly twice the number in the 
bible with 
the 
apocrypha, 
and 
more than a quarter million more 
than Shakespeare's total output of 
slightly in excess 
of 
1,000,000 
words. The combined sections of 
Sandburg’s Lincoln total 
nearly 
1,800,000 words. 
Originally, the author explain­ 
ed, he thought he 
could 
cover 
Lincoln’s wrar years in a fewr long 
chapters 
supplementing 
“ The 
Prairie Years,” 
but 
found 
he 
was “ lacking in any grasp at all 
of what made Lincoln of 
heroic 
stature.” 
“ I found, for instance,” he ob­ 
served, “ that 
the 
Gettysburg 
speech was a little book in itself. 
I was a little tired, too, of hear­ 
ing that the second inaugural ad­ 
dress was a classic 
whereas 
the 
first inaaugural was seldom men­ 
tioned. The first inaugural 
was 
really a statement of 
A vby 
Lin­ 
coln started a war of his 
own — 
and he did do that— and the sec­ 
ond inaugural

later 
was a psalm of mourning over the 
woe and desolation

contradictions involved. 
Victory, Grand But Horrible 
“ Lincoln got acquainted 
with 
the same thing that Clemenceau 
described after the first 
World 
W ar as the grandeur and misery 
of victory. Whoever 
wins 
the 
present European war is going to 
have possibly a little drab gran­ 
deur, but he’s sure going to have 
some misery, too. 
“ I never stopped being surpris­ 
ed at the wide variety of materials 
which came to light in those 
11 
years of concentration upon 
the 
Avar years, fragments 
sometimes 
which cast a big slant of light on 
Lincoln’s character. 
“ Lincoln was beside Major Gen­ 
eral N. Couch, a corps commander 
of the army of the Potomac, 
one 
day, looking at the grandest, most 
panolpliod military 
review 
ever 
staged in the Western world. For 
hour after hour the companies and 
regimentos passed by, 
thousands 
of troops on parade. Lincoln turn­ 
ed on his horse and asked Couch; 
‘W hat’s going to become

these boys after the Avar’s over?’ ” 
Sandburg To Best Now 
His great labor done. 
Sand­ 
burg acknowledged that “ I could­ 
n ’t have gone on with the job if

deep. 
“ I set out to write the kind of

and profoundly 
human, 
linked 
Avith the earth and all its nour­ 
ishes and brother, too of all the 
music-makers. He spoke this:

BIG LOG DRIVE 
IS RECALLED 


Researchers Use Figures 
to Estimate Number 
of Acres Cut 


Clouds 
do 
not burst during 
cloudbursts: raindrops held up by 
air currents suddenly fall when 
the currents weaken. 


In 1885, the records show, a 
great 
drive 
on 
the 
Muskegon 
brought pine to the mills from the 
vicinity of Houghton lake. Spring 
freshets loosed a booming river of 
logs and sweating men toiled with 
peaveys through the long summer 
months to keep the sticks moving 
downstream. 
Not until October 
v’id 
the 
last 
logs of the drive 
reach Big Rapids. 
Au estimated 
half billion board feet of lumber 
Avas floated to the mills in that 
drive. 
The records pose a problem in 
arithmetic for researchers in the 
lands devision of the Michigan de­ 
partment of conservation who are 
assembling information about the 
state’s stands of virgin pine. 
Tl»e problem: How many acres 
of pine were cut to provide the 
logs which were floated down the 
Muskegon in 1885? 
A problem in simple arithmetic, 
had all acres of Michigan’s tim ­ 
berlands produced equal quanti­ 
ties of lumber, is complicated by 
the 
fact 
that all timber yields 
were not equal. 
And records of 
the lands’ timber yields are scan­ 
ty. 
Timber cruisers and “ land 
lookers” surveyed timber acreages 
in the old days before Hie logging 
crews moved in. 
They estimated 
Hie 
timber yield in board feet. 
Their reports were turned over to 
operators who seldom kept them 
after the timber Avas logged off. 
Consequently the problem pos­ 
ed by the 188 5 drive on the Mus­ 
kegon 
remains 
unsolved, as do 
countless similar 
problems con­ 
cerning timber yields iii other sec­ 
tions of the state. A few such rec­ 
ords 
exist. 
In some instances, 
court records of cruisers’ testi­ 
mony supply information about 
timber yields. 
Such information 
a: is available apparently indi­ 
cates that a timber yield of 10.000 
board feet of pine per acre was 
considered above the average and 
that operators seldom considered 
a stand of pine which would not 
yield above 4,000 hoard feet per 
acre as worth logging. 
On the basis of 10.000 hoard 
feet per acre, the lumber floated 
to the mills in the 1885 drive on 
the Muskegon represented the cut 
from 
80 
square miles of solid 
stands of pine. 
However, solid 
stands of such size never occur­ 
red. 
Probably the area logged 
for the 1885 drive was several 
hundred square miles in extent.

Even with the pickup, 
which 
has caused an estimated re-em­ 
ployment of 1,000,000 men, WPA 
Is "feeling the pressure” of un­ 
employment and need as it seldom 
has before. And while it is hoped 
that the work relief organiiatlon 
can get through the winter with­ 
out asking Congress for a defi­ 
ciency appropriation, a mid-win­ 
ter slump 
in 
business 
would 
make such a request certain. 


The difficulty comes partly be­ 
cause, in 
the 
very 
nature 
of 
things, WPA can’t get much im­ 
mediate benefit out of a sudden 
business revival, and partly 
be­ 
cause of the reduced 
scale 
on 
which WPA is having to operate. 


APPROPRIATION CUT 
MK.INT WPA SLASH 


Last winter, when there were 
3,000,000 men on 
WPA, 
Con­ 
gress voted an appropriation de­ 
signed to carry an average enroll­ 
ment of 2,000,000 this year. 
It 
also ordered the famous “ payless 
furloughs” for all workers who 
had been on the 
rolls 
for 
18 
months or more. 


WPA slashed its rolls heavily 
during the summer and early fall, 
as a result. There were 780,000 
of the 18-months people to be dis­ 
charged. 
There w^ere many others 
who left th(j rolls voluntarily, or 
were removed for other reasons. 


During July, for Instance, WPA 
got rid of 490.000 workers; 
in 
August, it separated 782,000 more 
from its rolls, and took another 
231,000 off in September.

OF 2,000,000 FORECAST 


But It had an enormous back­ 
log of 
prospective 
enrollees 
people who had been certified for 
WPA employment by the local 
relief organizations and who were 
waiting their turn. 
So in July it

In August. 292,000, and in Sep­ 
tember, 402,000. 


As of Nov. 1, WPA enrollment 
had been cut to 1,901,894. Since

Tho milk driver, whose hours 
of work aro conceded to ho abomi­ 
nable. receives $12 a week plus 
14 per cent commission on his 
sales. 
On his “ day off” , a substi­ 
tute worker, known as tho “ swing 
m an”, takes over the route for ap­ 
proximately 112 a day. (Union 
drivers In large cities make from 
$40 to $50 a week.) 


When the W alsh-Patterson bill 
was pending last spring, labor was 
actively for It. 
Likewise, labor 
has 
consistently 
oposed 
“caah- 
and-carry’’ stores and milk depots 
because of tho obvious threat to 
employment, eliminating the need 
for home delivery. 


And so tho state board was a 
bit miffed when tho Non-Partisan 
Labor League in Wayno county 
came out recently, following the 
footsteps of the county prosecutor 
in condemnation of tho milk price 
rise.

heading straight back for WPA; 
in general, they were the older or 
the more poorly skilled workers, 
and hence are handicapped in the 
hunt for private employment. 


Economic dislocation due to the 
drouth and floods in various parts 
of 
the 
country 
have 
already 
thrown a small monkey wrench 
Into W PA’s retrenchment 
pro­ 
gram. 
Orders went out recently 
to take 
on 
56,000 
additional 
workers in 11 of the drouth-and-

If, on top of this, there 
is a business recession this winter, 
WPA simply w on’t be able to stick 
to Its 2,000,000 average and will 
have to ask for more money. 


The basic trouble, as one WPA 
official puts it. is simply 
this; 
about one-fourth of the country’s 
unemployed are on WPA. 
When 
there is a business revival, WPA 
can expect that its me nwill get 
about one-fourth of the new jobs. 


There has been an employment 
rise of about 1,000,000 in recent 
months, and W PA’s share of that

farmer-producers themselves. 
Considering the point that la­ 
bor has no investment at stake 
for the distributor furnishes the 
motor equipment and pays for its 
operation 
and 
maintenance, 
it 
would appear at first thought that 
labor 
was 
better off than the 
farmer who must .livest and risk 
money 
in 
cows, land, building, 
equipment and who must dig into 
the purse for taxes and transpor­ 
tation and so on. 
But don’t rush to auy conclu­ 
sion. 
You’ll quickly find yourself in 
a daze: milk economics are not 
simple as the ABC’s. 


Murphy's Speech 


The state’s present venture in­ 
to milk price-fixing had its begin­ 
ning. so it is confided, in a speech- 
making jaunt of Governor Frank 
Murphy to Ubly. 
The year was 
1937, the campaign was on, and 
the occasion was (he dedication of 
a 
federally-financed 
electrical 
co-op. 
Thumb farmers listened to Mur­ 
phy’s oratory with stolid indiffer­ 
ence. 
But 
when 
the 
governor 
chanced to utter a pledge to pro­ 
vide relief to the dairy industry, 
the crowd cheered. 
The result? 
A milk study com­ 
mission. 
Republicans, not to be 
outdone, promptly pledged assist­ 
ance. 
Tile Walsh-Patterson bill, cre­ 
ating a milk 
marketing 
board 
with authority to fix producer and 
retail prices for market areas was 
then passed by the 1939 legisla­ 
ture.

Because the Detroit milk m ar­ 
ket directly affected farmers in 20 
counties and 
indirectly affected 
those as far away as near Grand 
Rapids, Flint, 
and Lansing, the 
metropolitan center has set the 
pace for Michigan’s milk industry. 
Last May the price of milk In 
Detroit 
was 
IO 
cents a quart. 
Farmer-producers were paid $1.90 
per 
hundredweight 
for 
fluid 
Grade A milk, delivered in Chica­ 
go. 
The 
state 
board 
held public 
hearings. 
A composite audit by 
Roy I. Brown, certified public ac­ 
countant in Detroit, showed that 
Detroit 
distributors 
lost 
$44,- 
415.34 during the first six months 
of 
1939. 
Retail 
prices 
varied 
throughout the state from 7 cents 
in Lansing to 12 cents In Kalam a­ 
zoo, Battle Creek and Saginaw. A 
breakdown of the dairy industry 
seemed imminent. 
On Sept.I the state board raised 
the farmer-producer price to $2.08 
and reduced hauling rates 5 cents, 
making an increase in revenue of 
23 cents per hundredweight. (Pro­ 
ducers had asked $2.49). 
Then on Oct. 5 the hoard lifted 
tho consumer price one cent to ll 
cents a quart, home-delivered, and 
IO cents a quart, “ cash-and-car­ 
ry” , a price differential of one 
cent. 
The increase of I cent a quart, 
effective Oct. 5, was split one-half 
between tho farmer-producer and 
the distributor. 
Labor received 
28 per cent of the distributor’s ad­ 
ditional revenue.

Labor** Share 


The milk driver, whose hours 
of work are conceded to be abomi­ 
nable. receives $12 a week plus 
14 per cent commission on his 
sales. 
On his “ day off” , a substi­ 
tute worker, known as the “ swing 
man” , takes over the route for ap­ 
proximately $12 
a day. (Union 
drivers in large cities make from 
$40 to $50 a week.) 
When the Walsh-Patterson bill 
was pending last spring, labor was 
actively for It. 
Likewise, labor 
has 
consistently 
oposed 
“ cash- 
and-carry” stores and milk depots 
because of the obvious threat to 
employment, eliminating the need 
for home delivery.

Washington— Only the current 
pickup In business is saving the 
country from one of its worst re­ 
lief crises, in the opinion of WPA 
officials.

also ordered the famous “ payless 
furloughs” for all workers 
who 
I had been on the 
rolls 
for 
18 
months or more. 
WPA slashed its rolls heavily 
during the summer and early fall, 
as a result. There were 780,000 
of the 18-months people to be dis­ 
charged. 
There were many others 
who left the rolls voluntarily, or 
were removed for other reasons. 
During July, for instance, WPA 
got rid of 490,000 workers; 
in 
August, it separated 782,000 more 
from its rolls, and took another 
231,000 off in September.

But it had an enormous back­ 
log of 
prospective 
enrollees— 
people who had been certified for 
WPA employment by the local 
relief organizations and who were 
waiting their turn. 
So in July it 
got 131,000 accessions to its rolls; 
in August, 292,000, and in Sep­ 
tember, 402,000. 
As of Nov. I, WPA enrollment 
had been cut to 1,901,894. Since 
there is always a rise in the relief 
rolls in cold weather, this total 
will rise during the next month or 
two; but on present calculations 
WPA will be able to get through 
to the end of the fiscal year next 
June with an average enrollment 
for the year of around 2,000.000.

THOSE LAID O FF

Right now, WPA is conducting 


a survey to find out what hap­ 
pened to the 18-months people 
who were laid off. 
Present indi­ 
cations are that most of them are 
heading straight back for W PA; 
in general, they were the older or 
the more poorly skilled workers, 
and hence are handicapped in the 
hunt for private employment. 
Economic dislocation due to the 
drouth and floods in various parts 
of 
the 
country 
have 
already 
thrown a stnnll monkey wrench 
Into WPA’s retrenchment 
pro­ 
gram. 
Orders went out recently 
to take 
on 
56,000 
additional 
workers In l l of the drouth-and- 
flood states as a 
special 
relief 
measure. 
If, on top of this, there 
Is a business recession this winter, 
WPA simply won’t be able to stick 
to its 2,000,000 average and will 
have to ask for more money. 
The basic trouble, as one WPA 
official puts it, is simply 
this: 
about one-fourth of the country’s 
unemployed are on WPA. 
When 
there is a business revival, WPA 
can expect that its me nwill get 
about one-fourth of the new jobs. 
There has been an employment 
rise of about 1.000.000 in recent 
months, and WPA’s share of that 
is 250.000. 
But in that time, it 
has reduced its own 
rolls 
by 
more than 1.000.000.

B0ARDCHAR6E 


Says Inland Company Did 
Not Refuse to Bargain 
With Union 


Briefly Told 


A. .T. Cayia, superintendent of 
the Inland Lime and Stone com­ 
pany, yesterday opened the 
de­ 
fense of the company at the Na­ 
tional 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 
hearing on charges that the com­ 
pany refused to bargain collec­ 
tively with the International Un­ 
ion of Mine. Mill and Smelt W ork­ 
ers, Local No. 377. 


Following the 
completion 
of 
testimony presented by the NLRB 
In support of the charge against 
the company, Merrill 
Sheppard, 
attorney for the Inland company, 
moved that the charges be quash­ 
ed on the grounds that the board 
failed to substantiate its 
claim. 
The motion w'as 
disallowed 
by 
iTrial Examiner Gustaf Erickson. 


Cayia testified that he never 
refused to bargain with the union 
committee. 
He revlew’ed a series 
of conferences held with the un­ 
ion’s grievance committee. 


The plant superintendent 
re­ 
viewed, clause by clause, a list of 
conditions the union had urged 
be Incorporated in a contract be­ 
tween the company and the union. 


Some of the conditions request­ 
ed are automatically provided by 
law, Cayia, testified, and the com­ 
pany refused to embody them in 
any contract with the union since 
It would result In two determ ina­ 
tions of guilt in the 
event 
of 
claims of Infraction. 


Other conditions were provid­ 
ed by company policy, 
but 
the 
company would not embody them 
In a specific contract with the un­ 
ion because of the necessity 
of 
maintaining flexibility in its pol­ 
icy to 
meet 
unusual 
eircum 
stances, the witness testified in 
effect. 


Certain other 
demands 
were 
presented by the union W’ere de­ 
nied outright upon grounds that 
the company was not in a posi­ 
tion to accede to them from an 
economic standpoint or 
because 
siioh conditions would result in in­ 
efficient operation of tho plant, 
Cayia testified. 


Cayia explained that the union 
stiggested a two weeks* vacation 
for employes with a service record 
of one year or more. 
The com­ 
pany policy provides one w eek’s 
vacation for employes with a serv­ 
ice record of five years or more. 
The witness testified ho agreed to 
consider a proposal of a week’s va- 
vation for employes with a service 
record of three years or moro. If 
the union modified Its demand.

Says Inland Company Did 
Not Refuse to Bargain 
With Union

A. J. Cavia, superintendent of 
the Inland Lime and Stone com­ 
pany, yesterday opened the 
de­ 
fense of the company at the Na­ 
tional 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 
hearing on charges that the com­ 
pany refused to bargain collec­ 
tively with the International Un­ 
ion of Mine. Mill and Smelt Work­ 
ers, Local No. 377. 
Following the 
completion 
of 
testimony presented by the NLRB 
in support of the charge against 
the company, Merrill 
Sheppard, 
attorney for the Inland company, 
moved that the charges be quash­ 
ed on the grounds that the board 
failed to substantiate its 
claim. 
The motion was 
disallowed 
by 
Trial Examiner Gustaf Erickson. 
Cayia testified that he never 
refused to bargain with the union 
committee. 
He reviewed a series 
of conferences held with the un­ 
ion’s grievance committee. 
The plant superintendent 
re­ 
viewed, clause by clause, a list of 
conditions the union had urged 
be incorporated in a contract be­ 
tween the company and the union. 
Some of the conditions request­ 
ed are automatically provided by 
law\ Cayia, testified, and the com­ 
pany refused to embody them in 
any contract with the union since 
it would result in two determina­ 
tions of guilt in the 
event 
of 
claims of infraction. 
Other conditions were provid­ 
ed by company policy, 
but 
the 
company would not embody them 
in a specific contract with the un­ 
ion because of the necessity 
of 
maintaining flexibility in its pol­ 
icy to 
meet 
unusual 
circum­ 
stances, the witness testified in 
effect. 
Certain other 
demands 
were 
presented by the union were de­ 
nied outright upon grounds that 
tile company was not in a posi­ 
tion to accede to them from an 
economic standpoint or 
because 
such conditions would result in in­ 
efficient operation of tho plant, 
Cavia testified. 
Cayia explained th a t the union 
suggested a two weeks’ vacation 
for employes with a service record 
of one year or more. 
The com­ 
pany policy provides one week’s 
vacation for employes with a serv­ 
ice record of five years or more. 
The witness testified he agreed to 
consider a proposal of a week’s va- 
vation for employes with a service 
record of three years or more, if 
the union modified its demand.

skin Is quite loose, a porcupine Is 
easily drt'Hsed. 
It should ho hung 
up for several days before cook­ 
ing, unless in h o t w eather. 
It 
m ay In* either roasted or ntado In­ 
to a stew, In tho m an n er of ra b ­ 
bits. 
but 
m ust bo parboiled a t 
least a half hour to bo tender. 


One part of tho porcupine Is, 
h«)wever, always a delicacy— the 
liver, which Is easily removed by 
m aking a cut Just u n d er the neck 
into which tho h a n d Is thrust, and 
tho liv»'r pulled out. 
It may be 
fried in bacon, o r baked slowly 
an d carefully In tho baker pan 
w ith slices of f)acon.

consists of subm erging the

m ent in a solution of lanolin. 


Lanolin m ay bo purchased

any drugstore. T he anhydrus type, 
which Is free trom water, is

sort to use. T h e adding of th ree 
ounces of lanolin to a gallon 
of 
ordinary benzine a fte r the form er 
has been dissolved in a small po r­ 
tion of chloroform m akes a w ate r­ 
proofing solution th a t is m ost ef­ 
fective. 


Any g arm e n t which is to 
be 
treated should be entirely 
su b ­ 
merged in 
th e 
solution 
an d 
should be left in tho m ixture 
fo r 
several m inutes until it is certain 
th a t every th rea d has been

has been done the surplus 
fluid

BAGGING BEAR 
IS SOME FEAT 


Bruin l8 Foxy Fellow, 
Well Able to Keep 
Out of Sight

Hats off to the sportsman who 
is able to bag a black bear. The 
feat is not particularly dangerous 
bvt offers a demonstration of un­ 
usual patience and skill on the 
part ot a nimrod.A black bear is 
Just about an clever at keeping 
out of sight as any animal on the 
American continent and is a wor­ 
thy trophy for any den. In spite 
of 
his 
bulky appearance he is 
neither stupid nor slow. 
His ac­ 
tions are cagey, and ho can get 
over the ground at an amazing 
rate of speed. When an intruder 
comes poking around, Mr. Black 
Bear goes places. 


A black bear may not hftve the 
keenest sight in the animal world, 
but his nose or his ears seem to 
bo sensitive enough. 
Whichever 
warns 
him 
does 
it effectively 
enough to apprize him of danger. 
His ability as a speedster does tho 
rest Tho writer has spent many 
a month and year in bear country 
without seeing any of the black 
fellows. Occasionally a break will 
come when several will be seen In 
a week, but In the main the black 
bear is mighty elusive. 


Wiflely Distributed 


Before this continent w'as set­ 
tled, black bears were distributed 
over practically all ihe forested 
land. 
They 
were 
found down 
south in Florida and in ihe north 
almost to tho Arctic circle. They 
are still found in ihe less eettled 
regions of the central states and 
to some extent in the South. They 
are quite numerous In tho West 
and Northwest. 


Because the black bear is us­ 
ually a loner and because he it 
shy, he seldom gives the hunter 
a close shot. 
He may weigh as 
much 
as 
500 pounds and is a 
tough customer to bring down. It 
takes a fairly powerful rifle to put 
him out of commission. 
High 
killing power is necessary. Many 
use deer rifles for bear hunting, 
but 
something heavier la more 
practical. 


Correct Rifles 


Bear rifles should lend them­ 
selves to quick action, and for 
that reason open sights are more 
desirable than telescope eights. 
Lever action bear rifles are ihe 
most popular in the West and 
Northwest, while pump action is 
more popular in the South. 


Recommended as lever action 
rifles are ihe Winchester Model 
64 In either the .30-30 or the .32 
special, ihe Savage model 99-R or 
99-RS,ln the .300 caliber. 
The 
Winchester model 71 in .348 cali­ 
ber and the 95 model on .30-40 
caliber are good.

they are commercially 
unprofit­ 
able because smelt does not keep 
well. 
The only solution is to find 
new uses for it. 
The manufac­ 
ture of fish pastes is impracticable 
because we are told that only fish 
pastes with foreign labels attach­ 
ed are sold in any great, quanti­ 
ties. 
I have thought that perhaps 
smelt, could be canned as a cat or 
dog food. 
Some such use for it 
must he found if it is to be taken 
from Ute lakes in any amount.” 
’Pile proportionate number 
of 
smelt in the Green Bay and Esca­ 
naba regions were attributed by 
Dr. Creaser more to natural 
in­ 
crease than to any' attack 
upon 
other fishes.

prey uses a suctorial mouth, fun­ 
nel-shaped and studded with sharp 
teeth, to exercise as a parasite. At­ 
taching itself by suction to a larg­ 
er fish, tile adult lamprey grinds 
a hole into the fish’s side with its 
sharp teeth, feeding on blood amt 
muscle fiber. 
lf not killed the 
host fish is at least exposed to 
fungus or infections which may 
kill it eventually. 
Serious dam­ 
age to supplies of fish is little, 
however, since tile native Great 
Lakes lamprey 
seldom

even a foot in length.

Porcupine Recalled 
As Old Logging Day 
Mealtime Delicacy 


BY CAL JOHNSON 
Years 
ago, 
when 
logs 
were 
floated down the Jump river to 
the larger waters of the Chippewa 
river. In Wisconsin, thence to the 
saw mills for cutting, I used to 
accompany the river men and In­ 
dians in a big bateau to see the 
excitement of breaking 
up 
log 
jams and watch the men ride the 
timber over the rapids when a big 
head 
of 
water was let out up 
stream. 
Mealtime was naturally one of 
the outstanding features of the 
day. 
The cook outfit went on 
ahead and the river men floated 
down 
with 
the logs until they 
reached the designated spot for 
their mid-day meal—which was 
sometimes served after dark when 
things did not go right along the 
water route. 
Twenty-five 
years 
ago 
fresh 
meat was found accessible on the 
hoof all along the river. 
Venison 
and game birds were served to the 
men 
regularly. 
However, some 
other forms of fresh meat also 
were served that were not on the 
iii ll of fare, namely, porcupine. 
Sure, T know— you naturally puc­ 
ker up your nose, gulp and sayj 
“Nix for me.” 
Young porkeys offer an accep­ 
table variety to the menu and are 
generally excellent eating, though 
there are exceptions on account 
of season or feed. 
As there are 
no 
quills 
on the belly and the 
skin is quite loose, a porcupine is 
easily dressed. 
It should be hung 
up for several days before cook­ 
ing, unless in hot weather. 
It 
may he either roasted or made In­ 
to a stew, in the manner of rab­ 
bits, 
hut 
must be parboiled at 
least a half hour to ho tender. 
One part of the porcupine Is, 
however, always a delicacy— the 
liver, which is easily removed by 
making a cut just under the neck 
into which the hand is thrust, and 
the liver pulled out. 
It may be 
fried in bacon, or baked slowly 
and carefully in the baker pan 
with slices of bacon. 
Do not ne­ 
glect to try porcupine liver when 
next in the 
north 
woods. 
No? 
Well, if you eat it not knowing 
what it is you will like it— just as 
I did. However, 
we 
will admit 
that knowing what is In the pan 
makes a lot of difference. The old 
river men relished the old porky, 
some choosing it in preference to 
roast pork.

GROUSE CYCLE 
IS NEAR TOP 


Supply of Birds Varies 
Greatly In Localities 
Throughout State 


Lansing— The 10-year 
grouse 
cycle has still a year or two to go 
to reach its peak in Michigan, 
despite a few local indications of 
decline, in the opinion of D. W. 
Douglass of the game division of 
the department of conservation 
In the upper peninsula prairie 
chickens aud sharptailed 
grouse 
remain about the same generally, 
Douglass says though there 
are 
considerable 
variations 
locally. 
Reports from the Cusino area in­ 
dicate ti decided increase in sharp- 
talls, showing their rapid 
east­ 
ward progress. 
In some places, 
as the Choate region of Ontona­ 
gon county, 
formerly 
excellent 
sharptail range has grown up so 
thickly with brush and treese that 
the birds have largely disappeared 
from it. 
Early in the season when 
the weather was dry and the trees 
in heavy foliage, hunters had dif­ 
ficulty finding partridge though 
they were seen to be more abun­ 
dant later. 
Wide local variations in ruffed 
grouse abundance were noted 
in 
the lower peninsula though here! 
again, generally, the situation is 
about the same as a year earlier. 
Lower 
peninsula 
plantings 
of 
sharp-tailed 
grouse 
appear 
to 
have taken hold in the Pigeon 
river country 
where 
specimens 
without 
leg 
hands, 
apparently 
raised this year, were presented at 
a checking station. 
It is not yet 
known whether 
those 
released 
near Fletcher nested. 
For grouse food this fall there 
are available a good crop of thorn- 
apples in tho Baldwin area and 
in Ogemaw and Oscoda counties; 
Michigan holly berries and high- 
bush cranberries near Pigeon riv­ 
er; 
wintergreen 
berries 
wide­ 
spread and much used and, in the 
upper peninsula, bunch 
berries. 
Acorn, cherry, blueberry and dew­ 
berry crops were generally poor.

A number of •pen-raised 
ani­ 
mals, released by hunting clubs, 
also have been tagged. Club mem­ 
bers welcome Information about 
the animals they release. 
Tags 
for such pen-raised animals can 
he secured from Mr. Stuewer. 
The raccoon season for lower 
peninsula hunters extends

good. 
Ordinary clothing worn in the 
open can be made 
to 
hold 
off 
water by fairly simple methods if 
one will take the time and trouble 
to treat it. It won’t he perfect, but 
will do a good job of 
protection 
unless conditions are very severe. 
Woolen clothing is 
the 
most 
satisfactory for cold weather out­ 
door wear. 
The wool originally 
held almost enough animal oil to 
make it waterproof and can 
he 
treated to replace that oil. 
The 
treatment to waterproof woolens 
consists of submerging the 
gar­ 
ment in a solution of lanolin. 
Lanolin may be purchased 
at 
any drugstore. The anhydrus type, 
which is free trout water, is 
the 
sort to use. The adding of three 
ounces of lanolin to a gallon 
of 
ordinary benzine after the former 
has been dissolved in a small por­ 
tion of chloroform makes a water­ 
proofing solution that is most ef­ 
fective. 
Any garment which is to 
be 
treated should be entirely 
sub 
merged in 
the 
solution 
and 
should be left in the mixture 
for 
several minutes until it is certain 
that every thread has been 
thor­ 
oughly impregnated. 
After 
this 
has been done the surplus 
fluid 
should he squeezed (not wrung) 
out. and the garment should be set 
out to dry. It may be 
hung 
up 
but should be reversed frequently 
lf this is done in order that too 
much fluid will not flow to 
the 
bottom of the garment and make 
it unequally treated. 
Keep 
the 
drying cloth from any fire. 
A different solution is required 
to waterproof cotton cloth. This is 
made by dissolving 
pound 
of 
powdered alum in two quarts 
of 
boiling distilled water. When the 
alum has dissolved add two gal­ 
lons of distilled water, rain water 
will do. 
Dissolve >2 pound of sugar 
of 
lead in two quarts of boiling dis- 
st ii led water and when that 
has 
dissolved add txvo gallons of cold 
water. 
Then immerse the garment to 
be waterproofed In the first solu­ 
tion for five or 
six 
hours 
and 
carefully squeeze out the surplus 
fluid. Then immerse it in the sec­ 
ond solution and allow to remain 
for the same 
amount 
of 
time. 
Then squeeze out the surplus 
li­ 
quid and allow to dry spread out 
or hung up as in the case of the 
woolen garments.

BAGGING BEAR 
IS SOME FEAT 


Bruin Is Foxy Fellow, 
Well Able to Keep 
Out of Sight

Hats off to the sportsman who 
is able to bag a black bear. 
The 
feat Is not particularly dangerous 
b"t offers a demonstration of un­ 
usual patience and skill on the 
part of a nlmrod.A black bear Is 
just about as clever at keeping 
out of sight as any animal on the 
American continent and is a wor­ 
thy trophy for any den. 
In spite 
of 
his 
bulky appearance he is 
neither stupid nor slow. 
His ac­ 
tions are cagey, and he can get 
over the ground at an amazing 
rate of speed. 
When an Intruder 
comes poking around, Mr. Black 
Bear goes places. 
A black bear may not have the 
keenest sight in the animal world, 
but his nose or his ears seem to 
be sensitive enough. 
Whichever 
w’arns 
him 
does 
it effectively 
enough to apprize him of danger. 
His ability as a speedster does tho 
rest. The writer has spent many 
a month and year in bear country 
without seeing any of the black 
fellows. 
Occasionally a break will 
come when several will be seen in 
a week, but in the main the black 
bear is mighty elusive. 


W idely Distributed 
Before this continent w’as set­ 
tled, black bears w*ere distributed 
o^er practically all the forested 
land. 
They 
were 
found down 
south in Florida and In the north 
almost to tho Arctic circle. They 
are still found in the less settled 
regions of the central states and 
to some extent In the South. They 
are quite numerous in the West 
and Northwest. 
Because the black bear is us­ 
ually a loner and because he is 
shy, he seldom gives the hunter 
a close shot. 
He may weigh as 
much 
as 
500 pounds and is a 
tough customer to bring down. It 
takes a fairly powerful rifle to put 
him 
out 
of 
commission. 
High 
killing power is necessary. 
Many 
use deer rifles for bear hunting, 
but 
something 
heavier is more 
practical. 
Correct R ifles 
Bear rifles should lend them­ 
selves to quick action, and for 
that reason open sights are more 
desirable 
than 
telescope sights. 
Lever action bear rifles are the 
most popular In the W est and 
Northwest, while pump action is 
more popular in the South. 
Recommended as lever action 
rifles are the W inchester Model 
64 in either the .30-30 or the .32 
special, the Savage model 99-R or 
99-RS#in the .300 caliber. 
The 
W inchester model 71 in .348 cali­ 
ber and the 95 model on .30-40 
caliber are good.

U. S. AIRPLANE

Carl Sandburg asserted today that 
after H years of literary labor on 
Abraham Lincoln's war years the 
emancipator remained a 
mysteri- 


ous and an "almost unbelievable" 
combination of peace 
man 
and 


war-maker. 


At the same time, said the poet- 


historian, he had been 
able 
to 


learn relatively little about 
the 


deep-down reasons why men go to 
war. 


The Lincoln book does not give 


exhaustively the anatomy of war, 
the how and why of a war start- 
ing, going on, ending. For all his 
research and 
meditation, 
Sand- 


burg averred, there yet remain 
wide margins where man "is pro- 
foundly ignorant of war." 


The author, lounging in a fav- 


orite library chair 
and 
facing 


Lake Michigan, a 
white-capped 


green mass swelling and subsiding 
under a volatile November sky. 
fashioned a mosaic 
of 
spoken 


thoughts about issues new and 
old. No handy 
pigeon-holing of 


men and motives and 
ideas. No 


precise system sharply separating 
the sheep and the goats, the pre- 
sent from the past. 


"The world today is what the 


comics in the old minstrel shows 
used to call a 'mel of a ness.' " 
Sandburg grinned, "but as a na- 
tion I think we have learned much 
in the last 25 year. One nice thing 
to look at now, in connection with 
the present European war, is the 
keen awareness everywhere of the 
dispocations of normal life which 
all have to make 
in 
adjusting 


themselves to the war. 


Two-Sided Lincoln 


"The emphasis from so many 


quarters is that there will be pen- 
alties with thhe sndden stoppage 
of war production and that popu- 
lations will suffer 
when 
expan- 


sions crumple." 


As Sandburg sees it, 
passing 


from conflicts of today to battles 
and hatreds of another 
century. 


Lincoln had two sides to him and 
was a man of peace and 
a 
Avar 


war maker—two in one—and the 
combination is one to amaze 
the 


student of character and history. 


"He was a hard and 
brutal 


fighter." Sandburg described 
his 


hero. "He stuck to Grant 
when 


millions were 
calling 
Grant 
a 


reckless butcher. He telegraphed 
Grant to go on as a bulldog 
in 


chewing and choking the enemy. 


"Yet the strange and unusual 


thing is that while Lincoln conld 
make war cruelly and mercilessly, 
he never let his head nor heart 
lose sight of what the 
eventual 


peace terms should be. The radi- 
cals of his own party ridiculed his 
peace ideas and gave 
him 
the 


horselaugh on his picture of re- 
construction of the-union. 
They 


wanted war guilt trials and death 
on the gallows for the confeder- 
ate leaders. 


Wife Favored Radicals 


"His wife, too, favored 


policy of the radicals and Charles 
Sumner later told 
of 
how 
he 


heard Lincoln say to her regard- 
ing this course of retaliation 
and 


punishment, 'judge not that Ye 
be not judged.' It's a long story 
and not easy to tell. It involves 
what is called a paradox. To make 
war on a people means 
killing. 


And how can you kill 'em if you 
love 'em? 


"Strange as a marvelous dream 


is it that the foremost lighted and 
cherished memory of the confed- 


Cutl Sandburg 


erate cause. Robert E. Lee. had 
in himself these same mysteries of 
love and reconciliation that mov- 
ed the leading northern 
figure, 


Abraham Lincoln." 


As ;i biographer. Carl Sandburg 


has passed by far the larger part 
of the last 20 years in Lincoln's 
company. His first section of the 
life of the rail-splitter 
president 


appeared in 1924 as "The Prairie 
Years.'' He wrote numerous arti- 


contradictions involved. 


Victory, Grand But Horrible 
"Lincoln got acquainted 
with 


the same thing that Clenieneeau 
described after the first 
World 


War as the grandeur and misery 
of victory. Whoever 
wins 
the 


present European war is going to 
have possibly a little drab gran- 
deur, but he's sure going to have 
some misery, too. 


"I never stopped being surpris- 


ed at the wide variety of materials 
which came to light in those 
11 


years of concentration upon 
the 


war years, fragments sometimes 
which cast a big slant of light on 
Lincoln's character. 


"Lincoln was beside Major Gen- 


eral N. Couch, a corps commander 
of the army of the Potomac, one 
day. looking at the grandest, most 
panolplied military review ever 
staged in the Western world. For 
hour after hour the companies and 
regimentos passed by, thousands 
of troops on parade. Lincoln turn- 
ed on his horse and asked Couch: 
'What's going .to become of 
all 


these boys after th<? war's over?' "

Believed to be the longest bio- 
graphy ever written in the west- 
ern hemisphere, and certainly to 
be counted among the giant tomes 
of the world in any age, the four 
volumes embody 1,300,000 words, 
or nearly twice the number in the 
bible with the 
apocrypha, and 


more than a quarter million more 
than Shakespeare's total output of 
slightly in excess 
of 
1.000.000 


words. The combined sections of 
Sandburg's Lincoln total 
nearly 


1,800,000 words. 


Originally, the author explain- 


ed, he thought he 
could 
cover 


Lincoln's war years in a few long 
chapters 
supplementing "The

was "lacking in any grasp at all 
of what made Lincoln of 
heroic 


stature." 


"I found, for instance." he ob- 


served, "that 
the 
Gettysburg 


speech was a little book in itself. 
I was a little tired, too, of hear- 
ing that the second inaugural ad- 
dress was a classic whereas the 
first inaaugural was seldom men- 
tioned. The first inaugural was 
really a statement of why Lin- 
coln started a war of his own —

too. It would be like in a fight,

When a man 61 years old has 


written so many golden words and 
has completed what really was an 
act of transcendent 
faith with 


such beauty of craftsmanship, he 
feels like resting.

A problem in simple arithmetic, 


had all acres of Michigan's tim- 
berlauds produced equal quanti- 
ties of lumber, is complicated by 
the 
fact 
that all timber yields 


were not equal. And records of 
the lands' timber yields are scan- 
ty. 
Timber cruisers and "land 


lookers" surveyed timber acreages 


I in the old days before the logging 
I crews moved in. 
They estimated 


the timber yield in board feet. 
Their reports were turned over to 
operators who seldom kept them 
after the timber was logged off. 


Consequently the problem pos- 


ed by the 1SS5 drive on the Mus- 
kegon remains unsolved, as do 
countless similar problems con- 
cerning timber yields in other sec- 
tions of the state. A few such rec- 
ords exist. 
In some instances, 


court records of cruisers' testi- 
mony supply information about 
timber yields. 
Such information 


a; is available apparently indi- 
cates that a timber yield of 10.000 
board feet of pine per acre was 
considered above the average and 
that operators selnom considered 
a stand of pine which would not 
yield above 4,000 board feet per 
acre as worth logging. 


On the basis of 10.000 board 


feet per acre, the lumber floated 
to the mills in the 18S5 drive on 
the Muskegon represented the cut 
from 
80 square miles of solid 


stands of pine. 
However, solid 


stands of such size never occur- 
red. 
Probably the area logged 


for the 1885 drive was several 
hundred square miles in extent.
